8. (Original) A process for preparing the compounds of the formula I as claimed in claim 1 
by reacting triazolopyrimidines of the formula IV as set forth in claim 7 with sodium in liquid 
ammonia. 

9. (Original) A composition suitable for controlling harmful fungi which composition 
comprises a solid or liquid carrier and a compound of the formula I as claimed in claim 1. 

10. (Original) A method for controlling phytopathogenic harmful fimgi which comprises 
treating the fimgi or the materials, plants, the soil or seeds to be protected against fungal attack 
with an effective amoxmt of a compound of the formula I as claimed in claim 1 . 
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
